GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE, ADDRESS BY KING OF NORWAY 

GA HEARD AN ADDRESS BY THE KING OF NORWAY OCT. 10 AND 
CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE WITH STATEMENTS BY THE FOREIGN 
MINISTERS OF PORTUGAL. YEMEN ARAB REPUBLIC AND ALGERIA AND 
THE REPRESENTATIVE OF PARAGUAY. DURING THE GENERAL DEBATE, 

THE ASSEMBLY HAS HEARD 121 STATEMENTS, WHICH INCLUDED THOSE 
BY TWO PRIME MINISTERS, THREE DEPUTY PRIME MINISTERS, 

97 FOREIGN MINISTERS AND THREE OTHER MINISTERS. IN ADDITION, 

OUTSIDE THE GENERAL DEBATE, THERE HAVE BEEN ADDRESSES BY 
HEADS OF STATE OF BOLIVIA, CAMBODIA, CYPRUS, MEXICO, NORWAY 
AND UGANDA. OCT. 10 THE GA WILL ACT ON THE MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATION OF PAPUA NEW GUINEA, CONSIDER REQUEST FOR 
OBSERVER STATUS FOR THE ISLAMIC CONFERENCE AT THE UN, AND 
DEAL WITH A RECOMMENDATION TO INVITE THE CHAIRMAN OF THE AD 
HOC WORKING GROUP ON HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE TO ATTEND 
COMMITTEE 3 MEETINGS. 

-ADDRESS BY KING OLAV OF NORWAY-- 

KING OLAV EMPHASIZED THE NEED FOR USING THE UN FOR "CONCERTED 
ACTION"' TO PREVENT POLITICAL CONFLICT FROM LEADING TO A 
NUCLEAR HOLOCAUST; TO CLOSE THE GAP BETWEEN THE RICH AND POOR 
COUNTRIES; TO CHECK THE POPULATION EXPLOSION AND DESPOILATION 
OF THE ENVIRONMENT; TO EXPLORE OUTER SPACE AND MANAGE SEABED 
RESOURCES; AND TO PROMOTE BASIC HUMAN RIGHTS, INCLUDING THE 
RIGHT OF COLONIAL PEOPLES TO SELF-DETERMINATION, FREEDOM 
AND INDEPENDENCE. KING OLAV ALSO WELCOMED THE OUTCOME OF 
THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS MARKING THE BEGINNING OF A 
"UNIVERSAL AND COOPERATIVE PROCESS TO EFFECT CHANGES IN 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS’". HE URGED THAT THIS PROCESS 
BE FURTHERED THROUGH THE RAPID IMPLEMENTATION OF THE AGREEMENTS 
REACHED DURING THE SPECIAL SESSION, AND THROUGH THE ADOPTION 
OF MEASURES TO STRENGTHEN THE AUTHORITY AND COMPETENCE OF 
THE UN. IN THIS CONTEXT, HE POINTED OUT THAT THE UN CHARTER 
HAS PROVED FLEXIBLE ENOUGH TO RESPOND TO NEW NEEDS AND TASKS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITHOUT REVISION. HE SAID THAT THE CAPACITY OF THE UN FOR 
EFFECTIVE ACTION DEPENDS PRIMARILY ON THE WILLINGNESS OF ITS 
MEMBERS TO COOPERATE. HE ADDED THAT, IN THIS COOPERATIVE 
ENDEAVOR, THE GREAT POWERS AND SMALLER COUNTRIES HAVE 
COMPLEMENTARY ROLES, AND BOTH HAVE THE RESPONSIBILITY TO 
SEEK AGREEMENT THROUGH MUTUAL RESPECT. IN CONCLUDING, 

HE PLEDGED THE READINESS OF THE GON TO WORK WITH OTHERS TO 
STRENGTHEN THE ABILITY OF THE UN TO PRESERVE INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SOLVE GLOBAL ECONOMIC PROBLEMS. (REPEATED INFO 
OSLO) 
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PARAGUAY-AMB. BARREIRO EMPHASIZED THE NEED FOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 
TO ESTABLISH THE NIEO WHICH WILL REQUIRE THE ' SINCERE" 

COMMITMENT OF DCS TO ASSIST DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE 
POINTED OUT THAT THE RECENT INCREASE OF OIL PRICES BY THE OPEC 
COUNTRIES HAS INCREASED THE DIFFICULTIES AND FRUSTRATIONS 
OF LDCS, AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT COMPREHENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS 
WILL SOON BE HELD TO REDUCE THE DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THEM AND 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. REGARDING THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE, 

HE DEPLORED THE "UNILATERAL DECLARATIONS" OF CERTAIN COUNTRIES 
IN EXTENDING THEIR TERRITORIAL JURISDICTIONS. AND REAFFIRMED 
PARAGUAY'S RIGHT AS A LANDLOCKED COUNTRY TO SHARE IN THE 
EXPLOITATION OF MARITIME RESOURCES AND TO ENIOY UNIMPEDED 
NAVIGATION RIGHTS ON THE HIGH SEAS. 

TURNING TO POLITICAL ISSUES, BARREIRO WELCOMED THE RECENT 
SINAI ACCORD AS "AN IMPORTANT PRELIMINARY STEP" TOWARD THE 
SETTLEMENT OF THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT. HE ALSO SUPPORTED 
INDEPENDENCE FOR GIBRALTAR AND BELIZE, AND INDICATED THE 
GOP'S READINESS TO COOPERATE IN AN EQUITABLE SOLUTION TO 
THE PANAMA CANAL DISPUTE WHICH SHOULD TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE 
SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OF LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES. HE THEN 
CRITICIZED THE EXCLUSION OF SOUTH KOREA FROM MEMBERSHIP IN 
THE UN, AND ADVOCATED MEMBERSHIP FOR BOTH NORTH AND SOUTH 
KOREA. HE ADDED THAT THE EXCLUSION OF SOUTH KOREA HAD 
CREATED A PRECEDENT FOR THE VETO OF THE MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATIONS OF NORTH AND SOUTH VIETNAM. AND DEPLORED THE 
HYPOCRISY OF THOSE COUNTRIES WHO NOW VIGOROUSLY SUPPORT UN 
MEMBERSHIP FOR SOUTH VIETNAM WHILE OPPOSING IT IN THE PAST. 

IN THIS CONTEXT, HE POINTED OUT THAT THERE CANNOT BE GENUINE 
DETENTE AS LONG AS THE COUNTRIES WHO ADVOCATE IT PERSIST IN

USING INTERNATIONAL FORUMS FOR IDEOLOGICALLY MOTIVATED TIRADES 
AND ATTEMPTING TO INTERFERE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF 
OTHER STATES. HE SAID THAT "EXAGGERATED POLITICIZATION" 

HAD CAUSED THE MEXICO CONFERENCE ON WOMEN S RIGHTS TO FALL 
SHORT OF EXPECTATIONS, AND URGED THE GA TO ESTABLISH A CLEAR 
POSITION IN OPPOSITION TO INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM AND 
SUBVERSION. (REPEATED INFO ASUNCION) 
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PORTUGAL - FOREIGN MINISTER ANTUNES INDICATED THAT 
PORTUGAL SEEKS TO PLAY THE ROLE OF "MEDIATOR" BETWEEN DEVELOPED 
AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY THOSE IN AFRICA 
AND EUROPE. WHILE REAFFIRMING PORTUGAL'S COMMITMENT 
TO NATO, HE SAID THAT IT WILL CONTINUE TO STRENGTHEN 
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ITS TIES WITH THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES, AND WOULD WELCOME 
THE "SUPERCESSION" OF ANTAGONISTIC BLOCS INHERITED FROM 
THE COLD WAR. ON THE ANGOLA CRISIS, HE REITERATED THE 
OOP'S DETERMINATION TO GRANT INDEPENDENCE TO THE TERRITORY 
ON 1 1 NOVEMBER, AND PROPOSED THE CONVENING OF A CONFERENCE 
OF THE THREE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, PORTUGAL AND AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES TO DEVISE MEANS TO TRANSFER POWER ON THAT 
DATE. HE ALSO SAID THAT THE SITUATION IN TIMOR IS 
"VERY SERIOUS," AND CALLED FOR TALKS BETWEEN PORTUGAL 
AND INDONESIA TO DISCUSS THE POLITICAL FUTURE OF THE 
TERRITORY. 

YEMENI ARAB REPUBLIC - FOREIGN MINISTER ABDULLAH AL- 
ASNAG STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF GIVING THE PALESTINIAN 
NATION ITS "RIGHTS IN FULL" AS WELL AS EVACUATING THE OCCUPIED 
LANDS AS THE BASIS FOR A SETTLEMENT IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

HE PRAISED THE 29TH GA FOR APPROVING THE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIANS, AND EXCORIATED ISRAEL, CHARGING IT WITH 
DEFIANCE OF INTERNATIONAL RESOLUTIONS AND CALLING ON 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO TAKE MEASURES TO ASSURE 
ISRAELI COMPLIANCE. HE STATED THAT THE PROVISION OF 
MISSILES TO ISRAEL AND THE US GUARANTEE WILL ENCOURAGE 
ISRAEL IN ITS OBSTINACY. HE PRAISED THE 6TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

CERDS, AND THE WORK OF UNCTAD, EXPRESSING THE DESIRE 

FOR A NEW WORLD ORDER. HE WELCOMED THE LOS CONFERENCE DRAFT 

RESOLUTION AND URGED THAT NATIONS HAVE TOTAL OWNERSHIP 

OF RESOURCES IN THEIR ECONOMIC ZONE AND THE RIGHT TO 

BAR MILITARY PASSAGE THROUGH THEIR TERRITORIAL WATERS. 

HE SUPPORTED THE CONCEPT OF A MIDDLE EAST NUCLEAR FREE 
ZONE AND THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE, CALLING 
FOR AN END TO GREAT-POWER RIVALRY IN THAT AREA. HE URGED 
THE ADMISSION OF THE TWO VIETNAMS AND STATED THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THEIR 
RECONSTRUCTION. HE CONDEMNED RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA, 

AND CALLED FOR AN END TO THE COLONIAL STATUS OF THE SPANISH 
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SAHARA. HE CONCLUDED BY HOPING THAT THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
UN WOULD INCREASE DESPITE ASPECTS WHICH ALLOW SOME TO 
"IGNORE THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE ASSEMBLY MAJORITY." 

(REPEATED INFO SANAA) 

ALGERIA - FOREIGN MINISTER BOUTEFLIKA CRITICIZED 
THOSE STATES WHO HAD EXPRESSED THEIR "DISQUIET" ABOUT THE 
NEW MAJORITY, AND ALSO OBSERVED THAT SOME WHO NOW EXALT 
THE PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY WERE NOT ALWAYS CONVINCED 
OF ITS VALUE. HE CRITICIZED THE US VETO OF THE MEMBERSHIP 
OF THE VIETNAMS, AND ALSO CALLED FOR A STUDY OF THE CHARTER. 

HE PRAISED DETENTE AND THE CSCE ACCORDS, URGING THEIR EXTENSION 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. HE CRITICIZED "NEW IMPERIALIST UNDER- 
TAKINGS" IN THE INDIAN OCEAN AND SUPPORTED THE CONCEPT 
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OF AN INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE. HE HAILED THE REMOVAL 
OF THE BLOCKADE OF CUBA BY THE OAS, AND URGED THE WITH- 
DRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS SO THAT THE KOREANS COULD SETTLE 
THEIR OWN "INTERNAL DISPUTE." HE TERMED THE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIANS THE KEY TO A SOLUTION OF THE MIDDLE EAST 
PROBLEM, AND DESCRIBED THE INTERIM AGREEMENT AS AN 
"UNEQUAL ACCORD" AND NOT REAL PROGRESS UNLESS IT WAS FOLLOWED 
BY OTHER AGREEMENTS. HE WAS CONCERNED ABOUT US COMMITMENTS 
TO STRENGTHEN ISRAEL AND INTRODUCE AMERICAN TECHNICIANS 
INTO THE AREA. HE STATED THAT ALGERIA HAS NO CLAIMS ON 
ANY PART OF THE SPANISH SAHARA AND STRESSED THE RIGHT 
OF THE INHABITANTS TO SELF-DETERMINATION, URGING A UN 
SUPERVISED REFERENDUM. HE ASSERTED THAT THE DEVELOPED 
WORLD COULD NOT ACT ON THE BASIS OF PRIOR PRIVILEGE. 

HE NOTED THAT THE "LATEST SPECIAL MEETINGS OF THE GA" 

HAVE FAVORED CHANGE AND TAKEN A MORE PRAGMATIC APPROACH. 
BOUTEFLIKA ACCUSED THOSE WHO ATTACK OPEC OF SEEKING TO 
DIVIDE THE THIRD WORLD, AND ALTHOUGH HE PRAISED 
THE RECENT "UNANIMITY SHOWN AT THE UN LEVEL," HE NOTED 
THAT ONLY TIME WOULD TELL WHETHER THIS WAS REAL CHANGE OR 
A MERE CHANGE OF TACTICS. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE - APARTHEID 

SWEDISH REPRESENTATIVE WAS ONLY SPEAKER IN COMMITTEE'S 
DEBATE ON APARTHEID OCT. 9. THE COMMITTEE WILL HOLD TWO 
MEETINGS OCT. 10 IN OBSERVANCE OF DAY OF SOLIDARITY, AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED THAT 20 SPEAKERS 

WERE ALREADY LISTED TO BE HEARD. VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES), 

RAPPORTEUR OF COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID, APPEALED 

FOR WIDE SPONSORSHOP OF A DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH HAS BREN 

PREPARED FOR THE SPECIAL MEETINGS, AND HE HOPED IT COULD 

BE ADOPTED BY ACCLAMATION OCT. 10. 

HECKSCHER (SWEDEN) REGRETTED SOME ARMS-EXPORTING INDUSTRIAL 
NATIONS HAD BEEN SELFISH ENOUGH TO IGNORE THE SC'S ARMS 
EMBARGO ATAINST SOUTH AFRICA AND THAT THE COUNCIL, THROUGH 
VETOES BY CERTAIN PERMENENT MEMBERS, WAS UNABLE TO REACH 
A DECISION THIS YEAR ON AN OBLIGATORY ARMS EMBARGO. THE 
MATTER SHOULD BE RAISED AGAIN, HE SAID. INTERNATIONAL 
POLICY AIMED AT INCREASING PRESSURE ON THE RACIST 
GOVERNMENTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA MUST TAKE ACCOUNT OF THE 
FACT THAT THE STATES BORDERING SOUTH AFRICA NEED SPECIAL 
SUPPORT TO ENABLE THEM TO RESIST ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND 
POSSIBLY EVEN MILITARY PRESSURES FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

HE DESCRIBED THE BANTUSTANS AS NO MORE THAN RESERVOIRS 
OF UNDERPAID LABOR FOR THE CONVENIENCE OF THE WHITE 
MINORITY, STATED THAT TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS OPERATING 
WITHIN SOUTH AFRICA PROFITED FROM THE SHAMEFUL SYSTEM, 
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AND CALLED FOR INCREASED PRESSURE BY SC AND GA ON PRETORIA. 
(REPEATED INFO PRETORIA) 
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COMMITTEE 2 - FOOD PROBLEMS 

THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL, HANNAH, 
INTRODUCED IN COMMITTEE OCT. 9 ITEM ON FOOD PROBLEMS. AIDED BY 
US DEL'S URGING, G-77 MODERATES CAME DOWN HARD AGAINST A 
REPLAY OF THE PYROTECHNICS WHICH CHARACTERIZED THE COUNCIL'S 
FIRST SESSION. AS A RESULT, THE FIRST SPEAKERS OCT. 9 - 
EGYPT, CHILE, CANADA, AUSTRALIA, ROMANIA, GREECE AND SOMALIA - 
WERE CORDIAL AND SUPPORTIVE OF THE HANNAH REPORT. THE 
MAJOR NEW ELEMENT WAS THE REVELATION BY HANNAH THAT THE 
WORKING GROUP OF THE INTERESTED COUNTRIES HAD DECIDED TO 
RECOMMEND THAT THE INTERNATIONAL FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT (IFAD) BE SET UP "AS A SPECIALIZED AGENCY WITHIN 
THE UN SYSTEM WITH AUTONOMY, IN POLICY FORMULATION, AND 
OPERATIONS, AND IN CLOSE COOPERATION WITH THE UN." REGARDING 
SITE, HE MENTIONED EGYPTIAN INTEREST ALONG WITH SUGGESTIONS 
FOR RABAT, WASHINGTON, GENEVA, AND ROME. HE SAID THERE IS 
STRONG G-77 SENTIMENT TO HAVE IT IN A DEVELOPING COUNTRY, 

BUT INDICATED THAT THE WORKING GROUP FAVORS ROME AS INTERIM 
SITE. HE SPOKE OF THE 1975/76 FOOD AID TARGET SHORTFALL 
WHILE PAYING TRIBUTE TO THE GENEROUS EFFORTS OF CANADA, 
AUSTRALIA, SWEDEN, AND THE US. HE REFERRED TO THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE WORKING GROUP TO BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
MEETING OF INTERESTED COUNTRIES IN ROME OCT. 27-31. 

EGYPT DESCRIBED THE COMMITMENT TO FOOD 

SECURITY AS A SAFETY VALVE TO WHICH PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE IS 
ATTACHED, AND CONFIRMED THAT EGYPT WOULD PROVIDE NECESSARY 
FACILITIES IF IFAD IS LOCATED IN CAIRO. CHILE'S THESIS 
WAS THAT AS LONG AS HUNGER EXISTS, PEACE IS IMPOSSIBLE. 

CANADA STATED THAT THE FOOD CHAPTER OF THE 7TH SPECIAL 
SESSION S RESOLUTION 3372 ACCURATELY CITES PRINCIPAL 
PRIORITIES FOR IMPROVING GLOBAL FOOD PRODUCTION. CANADA'S 
NEW AID STRATEGY IS INTENDED TO FOCUS ON THIS BASIC 
OBJECTIVE OF GLOBAL SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN A REASONABLE PERIOD 
OF TIME, AND CANADA PLEDGED ONE MILLION TONS ANNUALLY FOR 
THE NEXT THREE YEARS. 

AUSTRALIA SUPPORTED WORLD FOOD SECURITY AND RESTATED 
AUSTRALIA’S STRONG BELIEF IN GOVERNMENTAL INTERVENTION IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BOTH FOOD PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. ROMANIA CONCENTRATED

ON THE THESIS THAT FOOD IS ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT 
ELEMENTS IN ANY DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY. GREECE EXPRESSED 
SATISFACTION WITH THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL, SUPPORTED IFAD. 
SUGGESTED THAT THE PRESENT FOOD CRISIS IS DUE TO SERIOUS 
STRUCTURAL BOTTLENECKS, AND OFFERED COOPERATION OF GREECE'S 
AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH INSTITUTES IN ATTACKING FOOD PROBLEMS. 
SOMALIA PINPOINTED FOOD AS THE NO. 1 PROBLEM IN THE WORLD 
AND CITED THE COMBINATION OF POPULATION INCREASES AND FOOD 
PRODUCTION DECREASES AS KEY ISSUES. 

THE FOOD ITEM HAS BEEN ADJOURNED UNTIL OCT. 16, AND IS 
BEING KEPT OPEN UNTIL THE GROUP OF INTERESTED COUNTRIES 
HAS MET IN ROME IN ORDER TO PERMIT DISCUSSION OF THE 
RESULTS OF THAT SESSION. (OURTEL 4895) 

UNITAR IN COMMITTEE 2 - 

SOME 40 DELEGATIONS IN ALL PARTICIPATED IN THE GENERAL DEBATE 
ON UNITAR, BUT VERY LITTLE NEW WAS SAID AND THE NATIONAL 
STATEMENTS TENDED TO BE ORGANIZED AROUND PARTICULAR PARTS OF 
THE UNITAR PROGRAM FAVORED BY THE SPEAKER. A NUMBER OF 
DELEGATIONS SPOKE OF UNITAR'S DIFFICULT FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

SWEDISH REP SUGGESTED LOOKING INTO THE POSSIBILITY OF HAVING 
PART OF UNITAR'S ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS FINANCED FROM THE 
REGULAR BUDGET. AND THE SUDANESE ENDORSED THIS. USDEL (HAUGH) 
COMMENDED UNITAR'S WORK, URGED ALL TO BE FORTHCOMING IN MAKING 
AND FULFILLING PLEDGES OF VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS, AND. AMONG 
OTHER THINGS, NOTED USG IS PLEASED THAT UNITAR'S RESEARCH 
ACTIVITIES HAVE BEEN REORIENTED TOWARD STUDIES WHICH CAN BE 
COMPLETED AND USED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF APPROXIMATELY 
ONE YEAR.

THE AUSTRIAN DEL WAS "APPALLED AT THE NUMEROUS SERIOUS VIOLATIONS 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA" OUTLINED IN THE SYG'S 
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REPORT, AND SAID AUSTRIA WAS CONVINCED THAT FINANCIAL 
SUPPORT MUST BE OFFERED TO PEOPLES STRIVING FOR SELF- 
DETERMINATION. FRG STRESSED THE NEED FOR SPEEDY ACTION 
AND FURTHER PROGRESS IN THE REALIZATION OF THE RIGHT TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION IN RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA. 

IN ADDITION TO BRINGING IN THE PALESTINE ISSUE, MEGUID (EGYPT) 
STATED RACIST COUNTRIES WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO CONTINUE WITHOUT 
AID FROM SOME COUNTRIES WHICH COULD HAVE CURBED THEM 
ECONOMICALLY, MILITARILY AND POLITICALLY. ELHOFARI (LIBYA) 
ASSERTED THAT IMPERIALIST FORCES AND THEIR TRANSNATIONAL 
COMPANIES, ESPECIALLY IN NATO COUNTRIES, CONTINUED TO DESPOIL 
THE WEALTH OF THE AFRICAN PEOPLES. SPAIN, HE SAID, SHOULD 
ACT IMMEDIATELY TO END COLONIALISM IN NORTH-WEST AFRICA, 

AND FRANCE SHOULD END ITS OCCUPATION OF FRENCH SOMALILAND 
WITHOUT DELAY. HE ALSO CONGRATULATED THE "HEROIC PEOPLES" 

OF VIETNAM AND CAMBODIA FOR EXERCISING THE RIGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION DESPITE THE US COLONIAL IMPERIALISTS. 

THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO CONTINUED TO STRUGGLE FOR INDEPENDENCE 
FROM THE US, WHILE THE PEOPLE OF BRUNEI REMAINED UNDER 
THE DOMINATION OF THE UK, HE ADDED. 
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COMMITTEE 4 - RHODESIA 

COMMITTEE HEARD 1 1 STATEMENTS AS IT CONTINUED DEBATE ON RHODESIA 
OCT. 9. CONGRESSMAN FRASER STATED THAT PRESIDENT FORD AND HIS 
ADMINISTRATION REMAINED COMMITTED TO REPEALING 
THE BYRD AMENDMENT, DESPITE THE RECENT FAILURE OF THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES TO REPEAL IT; BUT CONGRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR A 
REPEAL WAS INCREASING. REGARDING THE ALLEGATION THAT AMERICANS 
WERE FIGHTING AS MERCENARIES WITH RHODESIAN ARMED FORCES. 

FRASER CATEGORICALLY STATED THERE WERE NO US MILITARY 
PERSONNEL IN RHODESIA. IF THERE WERE SPECIFIC EVIDENCE OF 
ANY AMERICAN SERVING IN THE RHODESIAN FORCES. USG WISHED 
TO BE MADE AWARE OF IT IN ORDER TO TAKE PROPER LEGAL ACTION. 

HE SAID. (CHAIRMAN JOKA BANGURA WARMLY THANKED HIM FOR HIS 
EFFORTS TO REPEAL THE BYRD AMENDMENT AND FOR A VERY 
CONSTRUCTIVE AND IMPORTANT STATEMENT.) 

THE BYRD AMENDMENT WAS CRITICIZED BY IRAQ, THE NETHERLANDS 
AND SOMALIA. THE PHILIPPINES DEL SAID TRANSNATIONALS WERE 
RESPONSIBLE FOR MAINTAINING THE AMENDMENT, AND NEPAL NOTED 
THAT IT HAD NOT BEEN REPEALED. SOMALIA PARTICULARLY 
DEPLORED THE INCREASING IMPORTATION OF RHODESIAN CHROME 
AND NICKEL BY THE US. UPPER VOLTA CRITICIZED AMERICAN 
INVESTMENT IN THE FORM OF UNION CARBIDE AND RISCO, 

AND QUOTED SECRETARY KISSINGER'S STATEMENT "AS ENCOURAGING." 

BING (LIBERIA) USED A KISSINGER QUOTE AND APPEALED TO THE 
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SECRETARY TO USE HIS INGENUITY AND SAGACITY AND PRINCIPLES 
THAT MADE THE USA GREAT IN ARRIVING AT A SOLUTION IN 
RHODESIA. HE ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE US, UK AND FRANCE COULD 
RESOLVE THE PROBLEM. 

THE NETHERLANDS WAS PREPARED TO PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN AND 
DEVELOPMENT AID TO THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE UP TO THE AMOUNT OF 
$1 MILLION THIS YEAR AND CONTINUE SUCH AID NEXT YEAR. 

PORTUGAL HOPED THAT MOZAMBIQUE WOULD BE FINANCIALLY 
COMPENSATED FOR ITS ECONOMIC SACRIFICES. NEPAL HOPED THE 
ANC, WITH ITS UNIFIED AND CONCERTED EFFORTS, WOULD BE MORE 
EFFECTIVE IN OUSTING THE ILLEGAL REGIME, WHILE KUWAIT 
THOUGHT THE SITUATION COULD ONLY BE RESOLVED THROUGH ARMED 
STRUGGLE. IRAQ FELT SANCTIONS SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO SOUTH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICA ALSO, AND REFERRED TO THE "MISDEEDS OF A RACIST 
AND ZIONIST REGIME" IN THE ARAB REGION. IN BOTSWANA'S 
VIEW, THE SITUATION IN RHODESIA REMAINED POTENTIALLY EXPLOSIVE. 
(REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, LUSAKA, MONROVIA, THE HAGUE) 

COMMITTEE 5 - GENERAL DEBATE 

IN GENERAL DEBATE OCT. 9, COMMITTEE HEARD VIEWS OF BANGLADESH. 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, INDIA, NETHERLANDS, UPPER VOLTA, YUGOSLAVIA, 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC AND IRAQ. COMMITTEE WILL CONTINUE DEBATE 
OCT. 10 AND WILL REVERT TO BUDGET SECT. 13 (UN ENVIRONMENT 
PROGRAM). 

BANGLADESH REP CHARACTERIZED UN FINANCIAL SITUATION AS 
"RUNNING SORE" WHICH MUST NOT BE ALLOWED TO FESTER. 

CZECHOSLOVAK REP SUGGESTED PRINCIPLES TO GUIDE GA'S WORK, 

AGREED WITH FRENCH THERE WAS NO GUARANTEE THAT IF WORKING CAPITAL 
FUND (WCF) WERE DOUBLED THAT FUNDS WOULD NOT BE USED FOR 
DEBTS RATHER THAN CURRENT ACTIVITIES, AND ENDORSED POLAND S 
PROPOSAL THAT TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY VOTE BE REQUIRED FOR 
IMPORTANT FINANCIAL DECISIONS. INDIAN REP THOUGHT SYG'S 
PROPOSAL TO INCREASE WCF MERITED SERIOUS CONSIDERATION, AND 
BELIEVED, INTER ALIA, BETTER PERFORMANCE WOULD BE ACHIEVED 
IF PROMOTIONS WERE NOT BASED ON POLITICAL REASONS. 

THE DUTCH REP SUGGESTED THAT WHAT IS NEEDED IN THE FINANCIAL 
SITUATION IS THE SAME COLLECTIVE POLITICAL WILL AS WAS SHOWN 
IN ECONOMIC AREA AT 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. AFTER COMMENTING 
ON IMPROVED FORMAT OF NEW PROGRAM BUDGET, UPPER VOLTAN REP 
NOTED AMONG OTHER THINGS THAT ABSENCE OF EVALUATION LEADS 
TO INCREASED EXPENDITURES. YUGOSLAV REP BELIEVED ADOPTION 
OF PROGRAM BUDGET AND MEDIUM-TERM PLAN IS BEGINNING OF UN 
MODERN MANAGEMENT SYSTEM WHICH WOULD PERMIT BUDGET BASED ON 
CLEARLY DEFINED ORDER OF PRIORITIES. HE DID NOT THINK 
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REQUEST FOR 826 NEW POSTS COULD BE JUSTIFIED, AND HE SUPPORTED 
SYG'S ESTIMATES AS MODIFIED BY ACABQ. DOMINICAN REPUBLIC SAW 
SYG'S BUDGET AS EXAMPLE OF GROWTH OF EXPENDITURES BUT NOT 
OF SERVICES. (OURTEL 4897) 

FOR TACTICAL REASONS. FRG DEL NO LONGER WISHES US CO- 
SPONSORSHIP OF THEIR DRAFT DECISION ON PROGRAM AND BUDGET 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MACHINERY BECAUSE THEY ALREADY HAVE TWO WESTERN COSPONSORS 
AND WISH OTHERS TO BE FROM DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND SOVIET BLOC 
IN ORDER TO MAINTAIN POLITICAL BALANCE. (OURTEL 4887) 

COMMITTEE 6 - ILC REPORT 

COMMITTEE BEGAN DEBATE OCT. 9 ON REPORT OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 
COMMISSION AND RESUMED DEBATE ON SUCCESSION OF STATES IN 
RESPECT OF TREATIES. CANADIAN DEL URGED RESTRAINT IN 
REFERRING ADDITIONAL ITEMS TO ILC AT THIS TIME BECAUSE IT 
SHOULD COMPLETE WORK ON THE SUBJECTS NOW BEFORE IT. WITH 
RESPECT TO SUCCESSION OF STATES IN RESPECT OF TREATIES, 

CANADA WAS CONCERNED ABOUT THE ASPECT OF RETROACTIVITY IN 
THE DRAFT ARTICLES WHICH WAS CLEAR DEPARTURE FROM THE PRINCIPLE 
OF NON-RETROACTIVITY AS REFLECTED IN THE VIENNA CONVENTION 
ON THE LAW OF TREATIES. HOWEVER. CANADA DID NOT FAVOR 
SENDING DRAFT ARTICLES BACK TO ILC FOR THIRD READING, AND 
PREFERRED ADOPTING ARTICLES IN THE FORM OF A CODE BY A 
GA RESOLUTION. FINLND SUGGESTED THAT ILC SHOULD BE FUTURE 
TAKE INTO ACCOUNT PROPOSITIONS MADE BY INTERNATIONAL LAW 
ASSOCIATION, INTERNATIONAL LAW INSTITUTE AND OTHER LEGAL 
INSTITUTIONS WORKING ON CODIFICATION AND PROGRESSIVE DEVELOPMENT 
OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

NETHERLANDS FELT THAT IF GOVERNMENTS PREFERRED THE ILC 
DRAFT ARTICLES ON SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, A PROVISION 
SHOULD BE INSERTED TO THE EFFECT THAT EITHER PARTY TO THE 
DISPUTE COULD SUBMIT IT TO THE ICJ IN CASES WHERE A PREVIOUS 
CONCILIATION PROCEDURE HAD NOT PRODUCED A FINAL SETTLEMENT. 

NEW ZEALAND COULD NOT AGREE TO REFERRING THE DRAFT ARTICLES 
BACK TO ILC AND FAVORED COMPLETING THE ARTICLES IN COMMITTEE 
6. ZAIRE REJECTED THE ARTICLE REFERRING TO BOUNDARIES BECAUSE 
TREATIES SIGNED IN THE PAST COULD NOT CHANGE THE BOUNDARIES 
OF A SUCCESSOR STATE. ONLY THE REALITY OF THE PRESENT 
BOUNDARIES OF A STATE WHEN IT ACCEDED TO INDEPENDENCE WAS 
RECOGNIZED BY ZAIRE. BULGARIA THOUGHT ILC STRUCK A PROPER 
BALANCE BETWEEN PRINCIPLES OF "CLEAN SLATE" AND THAT OF 
CONTINUITY IPSO JURE. BULGARIA CONTINUED TO HAVE GREAT 
DIFFICULTIES IN ACCEPTING THE CONCLUSION THAT IT WAS 
APPROPRIATE TO EXCLUDE FROM THE SCOPE OF THE DRAFT ARTICLES 
PROBLEMS OF SUCCESSION ARISING AS A RESULT OF CHANGES 
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RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

AT OCT. 9 MEETING, COMMITTEE AGREED TO SEND A NOTE TO 
THE NETHERLANDS ON CASE 196 (TOBACCO) AND TO SWITZERLAND 
ON CASE 179 (TRADE ON MOTOR VEHICLES AND OTHER COMMODITIES). 

IT ALSO AGREED TO SEND A NOTE TO BELGIUM CONCERNING 
ALLEGATIONS RELATING TO AIRLINE PACKAGED TOURS, BUT A 
PROPOSAL THAT SIMILAR NOTES BE SENT TO THE UK, US AND 
FRANCE WAS NOT ACCEPTED. (OURTEL 4914) 

ICJ ELECTIONS - 

UN CIRCULATED MALAGASY NOTE ANNOUNCING THAT FIRST PRESIDENT 
RAZAFINDRALAMBO IS NO LONGER A CANDIDATE FOR ELECTION 
TO ICJ AT 30TH GA. (OURTEL 4894) 

PRESS CONFERENCE BY NIGERIAN COMMISSIONER FOR 
EXTERNAL AFFAIRS - 

IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS AT UN PRESS CONFERENCE, NIGERIAN 
COMMISSIONER FOR EXTERNAL AFFAIRS GARBA MADE FOLLOWING 
OBSERVATIONS: IN FRANK AND FRUITFUL TALKS, HE AND SECRETARY 
KISSINGER ANALYZED THEIR PROBLEMS AND WAYS TO GET AROUND THEM. 
IT WOULD BE "UNFORTUNATE" IF THE US ADOPTED A HOSTILE ATTITUDE 
AGAINST ALL OF AFRICA BECAUSE AMIN WAS SPEAKING AS UGANDAN 
PRESIDENT; NIGERIA DOES NOT AGREE WITH THE REACTION
